In response to the Restriction Requirement mailed June 24, 2002, Applicants provide the 
following: 

It has been determined that the claims in the present application are drawn to two distinct 
inventions and restriction to one of the inventions has been required. Specifically, claims 1-34 
(Group I) are drawn to a process for creating an acoustically absorbent porous panel. Claims 35- 
57 (Group II) are drawn to an apparatus for creating an acoustically absorbent porous panel. 

In response to the restriction requirement, Applicants hereby elect the invention of Group 
I corresponding to claims 1-34. The election is made without traverse; however, Applicants 
reserve the right to pursue the subject matter of the non-elected claims in a subsequently filed 
divisional application. 
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The claims remaining in prosecution, claims 1-34, are believed to define a process for 
creating an acoustically absorbent porous panel. Accordingly, these claims are believed to be in 
condition for allowance and an early notice to such effect is earnestly solicited. 
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
